Shopkeeper fined for 
selling illegal alcohol 


A SHOPKEEPER was fined more 
than £3,000 for selling illegal booze 
and cigarettes. 

It followed a seizure of the illegal goods 
by the royal borough’s trading standards 
team and local police when they inspected 
the Yogi Mini Market on Plumstead High 
Street in March. 

Officers found a total of 45 bottles 
of spirits with either fake labels or 
tax stickers removed, along with four 
varieties of chewing tobacco with no 
relevant health warnings and 21 packs of 
cigar wraps that did not have an English 
health warning on them. 

Suhanty Suresh, 36, was fined £3,002 and 
ordered to pay it back within 12 months 
along with costs of £1,685 and a victim 
surcharge of £42. She pleaded guilty to all 
offences at Bexley Magistrates courton 
October 19. 

At a licence review hearing the store’s 
licence was also revoked. Mrs Suresh said 
the alcohol had been bought by a member 
of staff, and although she was suspicious 


about it, she sold it regardless in order to 
recoup the costs. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “This case is an 
example of a local business failing to take 
responsibility for the products they sell 
to our community, and they have paid the 
price thanks to the thorough investigative 
skills and expertise of the royal borough’s 
Trading Standards team and local police. 

“Local businesses are reminded that 
the products they sell must comply with 
trading guidelines and legal regulations. 
Products must be purchased from 
registered suppliers and carry the correct 
health warnings. We hope this case sends 
out a powerful message to other local 
businesses in the borough.”

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TRANSPORT Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin MP made two 
stops in the royal borough to 
make sure progress on the 
two new Crossrail stations is 
on track. 

The minister visited 
Crossrail construction sites 
at Woolwich Arsenal and 
Abbey Wood to see how the 
project was coming along. 

Europe's largest 
infrastructure project is 
70% complete and set to be 
open in 2019, as part of the 
government's £38 billion 
investment in the railways 
over the next five years. 

Work in Woolwich includes 
the first of 1 ,000 new homes 
being built above the 
station, while the 250-metre 
platforms, lift shafts, and 
floors are almost finished. 
Work will start early next 
year on the complete fit-out 
of the station. 

Foundations of the Abbey 
Wood station are being 
installed with the building 
becoming visible above 
ground for the first time 
since the project began.

The station is set to open in 
2017. 

Journey times and 
connections will be 
improved between SE 
London and the capital 
with journeys from Abbey 
Wood and Woolwich to 
Canary Wharf reduced to 1 1 
minutes. When full services 
commence in December 
2019, Crossrail will provide 
links to Reading and 
Heathrow in the west and 
between Abbey Wood and 
Shenfield in the east. 

Patrick McLoughlin 
said: "The progress that 
Crossrail is making is truly 
impressive, and it is great 
to see how the project will 
not only provide better 
journeys for passengers 
across London but will 
also support massive 
regeneration in the 
surrounding areas. Rapid 
transport links to the City 
and the West End will 
unlock investment and 
jobs, supporting further 


economic growth and local 
development. Crossrail is 
proof that our plan to build 
a rail network fit for the 21st 
century is firmly on track." 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the 
royal borough's cabinet 
member for regeneration 
and transport, said: "In 2018 
two brand new Crossrail 
stations will open in the 
royal borough bringing 
huge benefits for the 
borough and its residents 
through a fully integrated 
transport system that will 
open up South East London 
and make it more accessible 
to the rest of the capital. 

We are particularly proud 
of securing a station for 
Woolwich station after a 
hard-fought campaign 
during the project's early 
stages. The new station 
will mean there will be six 
trains an hour connecting 
Woolwich with central 
London in less than 15 
minutes."

WORK has started on more than 600 
new homes on the site of the former 
Connaught Estate in the heart of 
Woolwich town centre. 

The development is set to provide 239 
affordable properties to residents from 
February 2017 with the first homes for sale 
available from May 2017. Local residents 
will also have access to apprenticeships 
and training opportunities, which could 
lead to long term employment. 

Representatives from key partners in 
the project came together to celebrate the 
start of the project during a demolition 
ceremony last Tuesday (November 
10). They included developers, Lovell, 
the Asra Housing Group and the royal 
borough. 

The development is part of a wider 
£300m scheme to redevelop three sites in 
Woolwich including the Morris Walk and 
Maryon Road and Grove estates. It will 
see the demolition of 1,064 homes and the 
creation of more than 1,500 homes with 
35 per cent of these available for rent and 
shared ownership. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s 


cabinet member for housing said: “The 
regeneration of the Connaught Estate 
forms part of the Royal Borough’s £300 
million programme to create modern 
housing as well as training, employment 
and business opportunities for the 
community. The overall programme will 
create new housing and new communities 
which will become an integral part of the 
wider regeneration of Woolwich Town 
Centre. We are excited that construction 
is now commencing, which will bring 
much needed housing and amenities for 
local people.”

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A MOVING ceremony at 
the eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh 
month brought bereaved families 
together to see their loved ones 
commemorated on a new permanent 
memorial at St George’s Chapel. 

Guests were welcomed by Greenwich 
Mayor Norman Adams and council leader 
Denise Hyland. They included MPs Clive 
Efford and Mathew Pennycook, military 
leaders, and representatives from different 
faiths, the Royal British Legion, the police, 
and the London Fire Brigade. 

The Bishop of Woolwich led prayers 
and an address was given by Earl Howe, 
Minister of State for Defence and Deputy 
Leader of the House of Lords. A bugler 
sounded the Last Post, followed by a two- 
minutes’ silence. 

CllrHylandsaid: “Today we commemorate 
eleven people who have made the ultimate 
sacrifice for their country, or who have died 
as a result of conflict since September 1945. 


Eleven people who are seen as heroes - not 
just by their loved ones here today, but also 
by our residents and people up and down 
the country. Eleven heroes who will never 
be forgotten. 

“This memorial will act as a lasting legacy 
that will enable their family and friends, as 
well as the wider public, to commemorate 
their lives and their connection with our 
borough. We also believe it is fitting to 
host such a tribute in Woolwich - a town 
with historic military links - in order to 
ensure that all of these brave men receive 
the recognition they deserve. We are very 
proud of these men and we know their 
families are very proud too. Today we 
recognise the sacrifice they made.” 

The chapel, which is owned by 
the Heritage of London Trust, will 
be open to the public every Sunday 
from January when to work to 
restore it to its former glory have 
finished. 

It was chosen as the location for 
the memorial after discussions with 
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the families who agreed it was the perfect 
location because it is an army church, 
located opposite Woolwich Barracks, and 
provides a peaceful location for reflection 
and remembrance. 

Private Rayment’s father, Gordon, paid 
tribute to his son. He said: “Chris was born 
just down the road from this chapel. He 
was a big character. He enjoyed sport and 
followed Charlton Athletic Football Club. 
Our family has a long military history 
which we are very proud of. This chapel 
is a fitting place for this memorial, which 
helps to remember my son and these other 
men who gave their life for our country.” 


The eleven service personnel and civilians being remembered are: 


Warrant Wardmaster, James William 
Alexander McDuff, who died on active 
service on February 1946, aged 51 and is 
buried in Charlton Cemetery, Greenwich. 
Private George Edward Turner who was 
born in Woolwich in July 1932. He served 
with the Royal Norfolk Regiment in Korea 
and was killed in action on June 27 1952 
aged 19. 

Fusilier Denis Frank Jacobs who was 

born in Woolwich in July 1927. He served 
with The Royal Fusiliers in Korea and was 
part of Operation Pimlico, a mission to 
capture one of the hills in an area known 
as The Apostles'. He died during the 
operation on November 25 1952. 

Fusilier Stanley James Anstead who 

born in Woolwich in May 1930. He also 
served with The Royal Fusiliers in Korea 
and was part of Operation Pimlico. 

He also died during the operation on 
November 25 1952. 

Gunner Richard Copeland Sloan Dunne 

who served with the Royal Artillery and 
died on November 7 1974 when the King's 
Arms public house, Woolwich, was widely 
reported to have been bombed by the 
IRA. 

Alan Horsley who was a part-time sales 
clerk who died, aged 
just 20, in the same 
incident in the King's 
Arms public house, 

Woolwich. 

Private Christopher 
Gordon Rayment was 

born in Greenwich in 
1982 and was with The 
Princess of Wales's 
Royal Regiment. He 
was serving in Iraq, 
when he died in an 
accident on August 4 
2004. 


Fusilier Donal Anthony Meade who 

joined the army in 2002 and served in 
Northern Ireland and Iraq. He died on 
September 5 2005 in Iraq as a result of 
wounds sustained during a patrol in 
Basrah province. 

Lieutenant Tom Tanswell who was born 
on February 23 1979 in Greenwich. He 
was commissioned into the Royal Artillery 
in 2004 and was deployed to Crete, 

Poland and Iraq. He died on October 27 
2006. 

Lance Corporal Jake Alderton who lived 
in Eltham and joined the Army in 2001. 

He was deployed to Afghanistan attached 
to the 2nd Battery of The Yorkshire 
Regiment and died on November 9 2007 
during an operation in Afghanistan. 

Fusilier Lee Rigby who joined the 
Army in 2006 and was posted to the 
Second Battalion, The Royal Regiment 
of Fusiliers in Woolwich. He served in 
Cyprus, Afghanistan and Germany. He was 
murdered in Woolwich on May 22 2013. 

Their names are engraved on brass 
plaques inside the chapel alongside a 
marble memorial featuring the royal 
borough's crest.
